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Aunt takes 
the stand 
at Peterson 
hearing

Stacy Peterson was desperate to leave her husband, 
Drew Peterson, in the weeks before she disap- 
peared, her aunt testified Tuesday. 

“I wish Drew would hit me so I could get out,” 
she told her aunt Candace Aikin in early October 
2007. “I feel stuck.” 

Aikin took the stand at a hearing to determine 
what hearsay evidence, if any, can be presented at 
Drew Peterson’s trial for the murder of his third 
wife, Kathleen Savio. She died more than three 
years before Stacy Peterson was reported miss- 
ing, 

Drew Peterson hasn’t been charged in Stacy 
Peterson’s disappearance, but authorities say he’s 
the only suspect. 

Aikin testified that Stacy Peterson wanted to 
leave, but she did not know how she could sup- 
port her children if she divorced. 

Stacy Peterson also began confiding things 
about Drew Peterson’s temperament and trou- 
bling behavior, including a story in which she 
accused Drew Peterson of stealing Savio’s garage 
door opener to go to her house to swipe her wed- 
ding ring shortly before she was found dead in her 
bathtub in March 2004. 

“She said she was starting to say things so people 
would know the real Drew,” Aikin testified. 

Earlier, a Will County judge ruled that a minister 
can testify about conversations he had with Stacy 
Peterson in coffee shops in the months before she 
disappeared. 

Neil Schori has said he provided marriage coun- 
seling to both Drew and Stacy Peterson. 

Schori has told several media outlets that Stacy 
Peterson told him her husband had confessed to 
killing Savio. She also talked about Drew Peterson's 
whereabouts on the night Savio died, contradict- 
ing an alibi she had provided for Drew Peterson, 
according to Schori. 

While Judge Stephen White ruled Schori can 
talk about conversations with Stacy Peterson 
in public places, he said the minister cannot 
reveal conversations he had with Drew and Stacy 
Peterson at their home, or conversations he had 
with Drew Peterson. 

White ruled Drew Peterson could have had a 
reasonable expectation that his statements in the 
home were made in confidence.

Freshman seriously wounded in incident outside Hubbard High

A 15-year-old student was shot and seri- 
ously wounded Tuesday afternoon as he left 
Hubbard High School after taking an exam, 
school officials said. 

The boy, a freshman, was walking near the 
rear of the school at 6200 S. Hamlin Ave. 
when he was shot in the back, Chicago Lawn 
District Sgt. Mike Mulligan said at the scene. 

He was taken in serious to critical condi- 
tion to Advocate Christ Medical Center in 
Oak Lawn. Officials said he was talking and 
stable at the scene. 

School had been let out early, about 
12:45 p.m., because of final exams, and the boy 
was shot about 1 p.m., said Monique Bond, 
Chicago Public Schools spokeswoman. 

The teen was shot near 63rd Street and 
Springfield Avenue and made his way back 
onto the school’s parking lot to get to safety, 
where officials found him, Bond said. At 
least two gunshots were fired, police said. 

Bond said it was uncertain whether the 
victim was the intended target.

Edwin Tejada, 16, a sophomore, said there 
were several fights at school Friday. He rarely 
walks alone to or from school. 

Crystal Fernandez, 14, a freshman, said 
she feels safe on campus, but farther out 
“it’s like a war.” 

Fernandez said the police presence and 
security were increased Friday. They did 
not know whether Tuesday’s shooting was 


related to Friday’s fight. 

“On Friday, I was scared,” Fernandez said. 
“We thought, yeah, there’s going to be fight- 
ing.” 

A husband and wife who own the nearby 
Evolution Unisex, a hair salon at the north- 
east corner of 63rd Street and Springfield 
Avenue, said they heard a shot Tuesday 
afternoon. 

Maria Gamino, 34, was cutting a custom- 
er’s hair and her husband, Salvador Gamino, 
43, also was at the shop with their 6-year-old 
son when he heard a single shot. The couple 
then saw a young person running south on 
Springfield. 

Maria Gamino said she leaves the door 
locked all the time, and her customers are 
regulars. 

“We know there are a lot of problems 
over there, but we’ve never heard anything 
like this before,” Maria Gamino said. “We 
know the neighborhood is getting worse. 
Sometimes we reconsider whether we 
should move.”

a cautionary tale

After trying for five days to shake “a little cold,” Lisa 
Amoruso went to the doctor in early November. 
She complained of chills, aches, fatigue, fever spikes 
and labored breathing. 

Dr. Jeffrey Nekomoto, her internist, suspected 
she had swine flu, but the effervescent 40-year-old 
mother of two from Bridgeport didn’t seem that 
sick. She was talking and joking with him as he 
measured the oxygen in her blood. 

“His eyes opened up wide, almost bulged out,” said 
Joe Amoruso, 50, her husband. “He said her blood 
oxygenation was way too low and that she had to go 
to an emergency room. Right away. Right now.” 

Though health experts had been warning for 
months of the HiNr flu pandemic, Lisa Amoruso 
had been among those who decided the swine-flu 
vaccine was too risky for her family. Suddenly she 
was in Rush University Medical Center’s intensive- 
care unit, on the verge of becoming one of an esti- 
mated 11,000 Americans to die of the virus during 
the past year. 

She was hooked up to a ventilator to keep her 
breathing and to a dialysis machine for her failing 
kidneys. Then, to keep her absolutely still, her doc- 
tors put her into an induced paralytic coma. 

The ordeal, which continues despite Amoruso’s 
emotional homecoming just 11 days ago, was dev- 
astating for her family and friends. For weeks, Joe 
Amoruso, an insurance broker, would be driven to 
tears repeatedly. As much as he prayed for his wife 
of 14 years to live, he was frightened that the power- 
ful treatments needed to keep her breathing would 
leave her in a vegetative state. 

Doctors say what happened to Lisa Amoruso 
should be a cautionary tale about how swiftly swine 
flu can turn lethal. The virus has been in retreat 
since peaking in November, but it continues to hos- 


O’Hare event shows future of

With so much attention in Chicago focused on 
building new runways at O’Hare, business and 
community leaders received a primer Tuesday on 
what’s being done to rebuild the national airspace 
system. 

They came away from a meeting at O’Hare host- 
ed by the Chicagoland Chamber of Commerce 
and US. Rep. Dan Lipinski (D-ILL) with an under- 
standing that pouring concrete for new runways will 
provide very limited benefits if planes continue to 

Last week, the 
Illinois Department of Public Health reported two 
new deaths and 161 new hospitalizations because of 
HINt. Inall, 91 Illinoisans have died and 2,894 have 
been hospitalized.

REDEYE 

HAMMOND, IND. Tiffany Perez seems like an unlikely fighter. She’s 4-foot- 
11. She’s been hospitalized several times for severe asthma. She’s studying 
at Purdue-Calumet to become a nurse, a career suited to bandaging cuts, 
not inflicting them. 

Nevertheless, Perez is a fighter. The 20-year-old is one of the top 
female boxers in the country for her 119-pound featherweight class. She’s 
won the Chicago Golden Gloves tournament the past three years and the 
Junior Olympics in 2005. 

This year Perez has a new goal, one that no other female boxer has 
achieved. She wants to compete in the 2012 Olympics, even though she'll 
have to lose 7 pounds to box in the Olympics’ flyweight class. In August, the 
International Olympic Committee announced that female boxing will be 
added to the 2012 Olympic Games in London. Boxing was the only summer 
2008 Olympics sport that allowed only males to compete. 

“We've always been the underdog of the sport,” Perez said of female 
boxers. “It’s time for us to show what we’re capable of doing.” 

In Chicago, 31 amateur female boxers entered the Golden Gloves 
tournament last year, up from 24 female entries in 2006, Golden Gloves 
spokeswoman Trayce Zimmermann said. Zimmermann said she doesn’t 
expect to see alarger bump in entries for the tournament, held annually in 
March at St. Andrews Gym in Lakeview, until after the 2012 Olympics. 

Meanwhile, boxing for leisure is “extremely popular with women,” said 
GoTime Chicago gym owner Ricky Spritz, who said the sport has been 
attracting female triathletes who use boxing to cross-train for events. 
Also credit “Million Dollar Baby,” the 2004 Hilary Swank blockbuster, 
and video trainer Billy Blanks’ cheesy Tae Bo workouts. 

But it wasn’t Blanks who paved the way for Perez. Because of her asth- 
ma, Perez’s family said they didn’t expect her to be athletic. Yet at the age 
of 18 months, she was imitating her father, Jimmy Perez Sr., a former Tae 
Kwon Do instructor, and her brother Jimmy Jr., by doing jumping jacks 
and practicing basic Tae Kwon Do. 

It seems natural then that at 12, Perez followed in her brother’s foot- 
work. Jimmy Perez, Jr., 29, began his professional boxing career in 2007. 

Brother and sister live at their parents’ home in Hammond, about 
25 miles from downtown Chicago. They sometimes spar together in 
the garage gym set up by their father, who also is their trainer. The 
difference in their fights? Tiffany Perez said she rarely gets hurt, while 
her brother has seen his share of cuts and scrapes. 

“It’s a dangerous sport,” said Perez, whose family likens her fighting style 
to that of the “Matrix” movies because of the way she moves her head. “After 
experience you learn you get hit, but you keep hitting.” 

Oak Park competitive boxer Samantha Guzman said she found gym-

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nastics to be more dangerous than boxing because it “took a toll” on her 
ankles. A gymnast for about three years, Guzman switched to boxing 
at age 15 after watching her dad box for fun at a Humboldt Park 
gym. Now 20, Guzman has Chicago Golden Gloves and Women’s 
National Golden Gloves championships under her belt and the 
2012 Olympics in her sight. 

“I’m pretty aggressive by nature so I think it was just some- 
thing that fit with how I am,” Guzman said. 

At 5 feet 2 1/2 inches tall (she stresses that half-inch) and 
ror pounds, Guzman is the Chicagoland female to beat in 
the pinweight class. Unfortunately for Guzman, her weight 
class won't be available for the Olympics. Neither will 
Perez’s weight class. 

In 2012, female boxers will be able to compete in only 
three weight classes. At this time, the selection procedures 
for female Olympic boxers have not been drafted, according to 
a spokeswoman for USA Boxing, which oversees Olympic boxing. 

The small number of Olympics weight classes will force boxers like Perez 
and Guzman to compete in divisions outside their comfort level. Guzman 
will have to gain at least 5 pounds to compete in the flyweight class. 

Guzman said she finds it unfair that there will be 10 weight classes for 
male boxers in the 2012 Olympics, but that’s just one gender disparity 
of the sport. Female boxers say they face stereotypes that they’re not 
as tough as their male counterparts; the sport can be especially tough 
because there aren’t as many women to compete against. Guzman will 
be one of hundreds of female boxers expected to try out for one of the 
36 slots in the Olympic competition. Guzman’s goal is to become a 
professional boxer, but in case that doesn’t work out, she’s studying at 
Triton College and wants to be a writer. 

“Tt was just supposed to be a high school sport,” Guzman said. “I’m at 
a point in boxing I never thought I would get to.” 

Very few women make it as professional boxers, a fact that’s not lost 
on Guzman or Perez. 

Perez doesn’t have plans to turn pro like her brother, so she’s trying 
hard to balance her Purdue schoolwork with her footwork. 

When she’s training for an event, she’ll spend more than 14 hours on 
weekdays at her gym in Scottsdale in the Ashburn community area in the 
South Side. She spends eight hours on weekends at her home gym, which 
has a mat, punching bags and photos of Perez competing in her signature 
look: A shiny red skort covered in Puerto Rican flags (her dad was born on 
the island) and sayings from her grandfather. The photos show Perez win- 
ning local events but there’s one memento missing: an Olympic medal. 

“Everyone always thinks I’m playing because I’m so little,” Perez said.

gotten less abrasive or if 
I’ve just gotten used to its unstop- 
pable energy. Regardless: Since 
the band’s fun but overwhelming 
full-length debut, “Hold On Now, 
Youngster,” the septet has shown 
increased power and focus on 
last year’s mini-album, “We Are 
Beautiful, We Are Doomed,” and 
the sprawling new “Romance is 
Boring.” The latter is an intoxicat- 
ing challenge to digest, like eating 
all your Halloween candy in one 
sitting. The band’s sound, which 
already was in danger of crashing 
into itself, has gotten bigger and 
denser, adding brass, strings, drum 
machines and electronics. That 
kitchen-sink approach can make 
“Romance is Boring” fractured and 
tough to distinguish from song to 
song. “Plan A,” for example, is a 
dizzy indie carousel that constant- 
ly threatens to jump the track. Even 
if you’re tired of ironic song titles 
like “I Just Sighed. | Just Sighed, 
Just So You Know,” frontman 
Gareth is still delivering some of 
the indie-rock world’s most intrigu- 
ingly bittersweet and sometimes 
hilarious lyrics.

Tragedy translates 
to album triumph 
for Corinne Bailey Rae 


The sadness that per- 
meates Corinne Bailey 
Rae’s sophomore 
album, “The Sea,” is 
expected. She was in 
the middle of working 
on it when her hus- 
band, Jason, died of an 
apparent methadone 
overdose in 2008. The 
strength and the depth 
of the album? Those 
are true surprises. 

Rae’s 2006 debut was light; her breakthrough 
single, “Put Your Records On,” practically the 
definition of breezy, an effortless sliver of acous- 
tic soul that sounded like it could float away at 
any moment.

Nearly everything on “The Sea” is far heavier, 
more substantial. Rae’s new songs have far more 
rock and jazz elements than before. The opener, 
“Are You Here,” where she sings of her husband 
in the present tense over a rock guitar groove 
that fits between Courtney Love and Sheryl 
Crow, makes the most of the new sounds. 

Even when she mines the neosoul territory 
of the debut, Rae shows impressive growth. 
“Closer” is a sultry surprise —breathy soul that 
could easily fit on Maxwell’s last album that is 
easily the album’s best shot at an R&B hit. “Paris 
Nights/New York Mornings” adds a bit of Style 
Council-ish Britpop to the mix for the album’s 
peppiest moments. 

However, it’s the title track from “The Sea” 
that hits hardest. Swells of instruments and 
voices resolve into a wrenching ending of Rae 
delicately but resolutely singing, “The sea, the 
majestic sea, breaks everything, crushes every- 
thing, cleans everything, takes everything from 
me.” Like most of the album, it’s beautiful, well 
crafted and, ultimately, devastating.

Give in to allure 
of a pinot noir 


Someone once asked me what the deal is with pinot noir and why so 
many wine lovers are crazy about it. 

He was perplexed by the interest in a grape that, compared with 
Cabernet Sauvignon, tastes thin and watery, is extremely difficult to 
grow, is inconsistent from one producer and region to the next and 
is among the most expensive wines in the world. Why would anyone 
bother with such a temperamental grape? 

I told him to imagine meeting the woman of his dreams, but he 
gets to spend only a few hours with her before she slips away without 
a trace. He searches the ends of the Earth hoping to recapture that 
moment, but sadly his efforts are in vain. 

Time passes, but he doesn’t give up and then one day he catches the 
scent of her perfume and all of a sudden she magically appears before 
him. The reunion is short-lived but the chance to be with her again, if 
only for a brief moment, was worth the sacrifice and agony. 

As corny as this sounds, it’s the truth. People who love pinot noir will 
go from bottle to bottle, no matter the price, looking to recapture that 
moment that made them fall in love with the grape in the first place. It 
doesn't happen often but when it does, it’s the stuff of legend. 

Pinot noir hails from the Burgundy region of France, home of some 
of the most highly prized red wines in the world. It is a thinner-skinned 
grape, so it yields a wine much lighter in weight and color than the 
thicker-skinned varietals such as Cabernet Sauvignon. 

Pinot noir is very picky about its growing conditions and the flavor 
is greatly influenced by where it’s planted. Pinot noir from cooler, old 
world regions such as France tend to be higher in acidity and show 
earthier flavors such as game, mushrooms and violets, whereas the 
warmer climate of New World regions, such as California, result in 
wines that are juicier, riper and more fruit-forward.
